The kaiser, in fact, is now struggling 
to save as much of his power as pos- 
sible and is in danger of hecoming 
politically isolated. 

It was the insistence of the Hin- 
denburg-Ludendorft militarists that 
forced the German government to 
adopt the policy of  in@iseriminate 
submarining which drove America 
into the war. Nobody can now af- 
firm in Germany that the few Amer- 
can vessels which have been sunk, 
compensate in any degree for the 
active belligerency of the Unitec 
States. No blunder in diplomacy 
committed by any nation since the 
war began, can compare with amaz- 
ing error of the Hindenburg - Luden - 
dori. eanravitla in drawing América’ 
into the war. 


It is inevitable that the kaiser mus+ż 
now realize this obvious fact, at the

same time, must regard with a 
sinking heart the present efforts of 
the extreme militarists to dictate 


Germany‘s diplomatic policy in deal- 
ing with Russia. But, to exercise 
his rights as supreme war iord and 
challenge .Von Hindenburgs and 
Ludendorff’s authority without simu- 
taneously conciliating the German 
radicals, might result in the kaiser’s 
overthrow.
